GAMBLING RESORTS 


IN THIS CITY. 


-Severe Stricture on Hotels, Cigar Stores, Barber Shops and 


Other Public Places Alleged to be Running Card Games 
Involving the Exchange of Money—Illustrations of Local 
Examples Emphasizing the Evils of the Gambling Mania 
Christian Citizens Urged to Arise and Stamp Out the 
Dreadful Scourge. 


There is little doubt bnt what the ears 


•of certain men in this city burned 
-scarlet last evening. At the Baptist 
church Eev. Arthur O. : Kempton. the 
pastor, preached 
a . stirring sermon, 


-taking for his subject, "Gamblers and 
Gambling." 


Eev. Kempton said that he based all 
iis information: on gathered facts and 
that there was no guess work connected 


( with it. He said that he knew whereof 


he spoke and that if necessary he had 
the names of all interested parties. By 
this he said he referred to the men who 
operated'these gambling places and also 
many of the men who patronized them. 


Brands the Cigar Stores 


Certain local cigar stores he branded 


as the worst of these gambling places 
saying that in their rear was carried on 
gambling. 
There 
were also certain 


hotels and barber .shops that permitted 
gambling. 


Certain 
spe.-ial 
and 
particular 


gambling rlaces with see-ret doors at,d 
windows, ht says, thrive in Jahesvillo 
every day in the week. •

Gainbins: Alivajs Was a vice 


Eev. Kempton further . stated that 


from the dawn of history gambling has 
been a vice among, men. America has 
not been behind the other nations of the 
«arth. Gambling exists in all parts of 
the world. Ladies sometimes gamble in 
their parlors. Boys gamble in out-of. 
the way places. There was gambling 
at horseraces and at" football 
games. 


There was gambling everywhere.: 


"We are here to think of events that 


are transpiring in our own city," he 
said: "Look at the headquarters of 
gambling. If you would see the pic- 
tures of these places.you would see sa- 
loon's and cigar stores'and other places 


. filled with a class of men and bovs all 


•eager to gamble." 


A letter was then read .from a local 


resident whose name was not revealed. 
This man told of the evil as it existed in 
^Janesville today. 


"If we would go to the gambling 


rooms of our city." said 
Mr. Kemp, 


ton, "we.would see well known business 
men, mechanics and many of our young 
men. 


'.'There is one man that has been in 


the habit of taking his ten-year old son 
with him when he visits a certain gamb- 
ling place. This boy remains by his 
father's side way into the small hours of 
the morning while his father handles 
the cards and chips." 


The Eev. Kempton then told of a 


young man who came to Janesville from 
Baraboo and that after disposing of two 
carloads of potatoes he was robbed out 
of his money at a certain .Main street 
resort. 


Describes a Gambling Joint 


"Do you know," he asked, "what the 


law against gambling is? It is consid- 
ered gambling to play for the cigars or 
the drinks."

Mr. Kempton here gave the picture of 


a room where five men gamble from 7 p 
m. until after daylight the next morn- 


; ing and hundreds of dollars leave the 


pockets o£ some of these men. 


The Whisky Mottle is Huudj- 


The whisky bottle, he said, was also 


handy at these gambling tables and that 
every effort to muddle 'the brain of the 
players • was made. 
But 
the shrewd 


- gambler never touched 
liquor but was 


only too willing to have his companions 
indulge to their heart's content. 


Another young man, the preacher had 


been told, the son of a Christian mother, 
entered gambling dens so drunk that 
he could not even hold his cards and he 
was fleeced of the $15 that he had when 
he entered. "And there are members of 
this congregation right here this nven 
ing who know.this'to be true." 


A saloon keeper is alleged to have 


said that his poker table alone brought 
him in a weekly revenue of §25 to 850. 


He would just.as soon pay a fine-in the 
municipal court once in a while as not. 
After paying his fine he would return to 
his gambling place and there make fun 
of the proceeding :of the law.

Exclusive Privilege Wantctl 


Eev. Mr. Kempton also asserted that he 


had heard of a man who would gladly 
give 81,000-to the city if they will grant 
him an exclusive gambling license. 
He 


does not care to sell liquor or cigars but 
merely operate gambling tables. 


The Baptist divine then stated that if 


the saloons were to be licensed so should 
the gambling housee and the places of 
ill fame where the ecariet women are to 
be found. They all thrived in Janes- 
ville. 


"Gambling," he said, "is associated 


with all of the great sins of the people. 
Drinking is its twin companion. Dis- 
honesty goes hand in hand with-gamb- 
ling. 
t 


The speaker stated that a certain man 


in Janesville informed him that he had 
spent $300 at certain gambling tables 
ID trying to win back $2. 
But one 


honest gambler lived in Janesyille, and 
he was a hard working mechanic who 
made his money by^.the. sweat ..of. .his 
brow, only to drop it on the gambling 
table. 


Throe leading Gambling Bens 


_B.ev. Mr. Kempton then pictured to 


hie attentive audience of how the three 
leading gambling dens in Janesville 
were allowed to thrive and were never 
molested by the police. 
"Whv was 


this?" he said.

Other places operated by men who 


possessed but 
little 
influence were 


watched and then raided but never had 
the police surprised tho three leading 
and thriving dens of Janesville which 
were located in the very heart of the 
business section of the city 
and were 


too well known to every member of the 
police force to need commenting on. 


Both 'Went to States Prison. 


The preacher then told of two young 


men at Eau Claire, one the cashier in 
a bank and the other one ex-City treas- 
urer. Both of these young 
m6M he 


knew well. They both speculated with 
the people's money on the board of 
trade and both went to the state prison 
at Waupun. - This was merely another 
form of gambling. 


At the great football games thousands 


of dollars changed hands and this was but 
another form of gambling. '• 


"It is nasy to begin" gambling," he 


said. 
"Just start it as a harmless 


amusement, play fora prize in a lady's 
parlor, then for cigars or the drinks and 
then for money at poker. 
Men have 


sworn off time and again but have been 
again led into sin.'1 


A letter from Hon. 
Chauncey M. 


Depew of New York, was read, giving a 
warning against gambling. 


'.Responsibilities Upon Citizens 


"The responsibility of this gambling 


question rests upon the citizens of Janes- 
ville and to remedy the existing . evil a 
strong appeal 
should be made bv 


the citizens to the mayor and the 
members of the common council and 
the police. 


"Will you as citizens permit this evil 


to go on?" he asked. "T have done my 
part in calling your attention to this 
great evil. It is not my place to com- 
mence prosecutions. It is your respon- 
sibility, not mine." 


"In closing let me say to you my 


tempted friend, if you are here/in Jesus 
Christ alone is the help that you need. 
In 
Him 
you 
can find help to 


escape from this bondage of gambling." 


Baptist Church. WHS Crowded 


The Baptist church was crowded to 


the very doors, and held one of the larg 
est congregations in its history. 
Long 


before the hour of service every avail- 
able seat in the large auditorium was o-- 
cupied, and chairs soon filled the aisles 
and the rear of the church. 
Many re- 


mained standing during the entire ser 
vice. 


Two hundred people left the church, 


unable to gain admittance. The musical 
part was most ably rendered by Miss 
Maud Brace and Prof. Gastin. 
Miss 


Brace sang a solo that was well received. 


She has a sweet, clear soprano voice, and 
her solo of last evening was rendered in 
a faultless manner.

NATIONAL CONVENTION. 


Wisconsin Bourbons in Chicago .a | 


Session of Democratic Executive 
Committee—Rose Denies Being a 
Candidate—Chairman Jones Says it 
Will Be Bryan Again. 


Chicago, Nov. 20—Ex-Governor Geo. 


W. Peck of Wisconsin, and a large party 
.from Milwaukee, including Mayor Da- 
•vid Rose, J. M. Stover, George W. 
Bruce, William Walker and J. G. Don- 
nelly., came to Chicago yesterday to fur- 
ther the agitation for Milwaukee as the 
site of the next democratic national con- 
vention. The delegates are making their 
headquarters at .the Sherman house, 
where democratic leaders are gathering 
for the meetings today of the national 
and state executive committees. 


Ex-Governor Peck says heis confident 


that Milwaukee will get the convention. 
He says the citizens alreadv have guar- 
anteed 850,000 and that "this amount 
w,ill exceed the expenses of the conven- 
tion. "I do not apprehend," he said, 
"that the national committee will give ! 
the convention to the highest bidder re- 
gardless of other considerations. If it 
should,'we would be much surprised." 


The Milwaukee delegates held a long 


conference with D. J. Campau, chairman 
of the campaign and executive commit- 
tee this morning. 
After the meeting 


Mayor Rose said: 


Rose is Not a Cundidute 


"Milwaukee wants the convention and 


we are gjing after it. 
We have received 


much encouragement from the commit- 
tee, but I am not at liberty to tell what 
individual members of the committee 
say about it." 
. ' When questioned about the" state- 
ments made by tho press that Mayor 
Rose is a possibility as!the democratic 
nominee for the vies presidencv, he 
said: 


"That is an impossibility. There is 


absolutely no possibility for me to re- 
ceive the nomination, and I am positive- 
ly cot seeking it. The vice presidential, 
nomination is going to the east." 


D. J. Campau spoke encouragingly of 


Milwaukee's chances for tho convention. 


"Milwaukee has many friends in the 


national committee," he said. "If Chi- 
cago does not come prominently to .the 
front as a claimant of the convention, I 
think Milwaukee's chances are good'" 


•Tones Suys It Will Be Bryan. 


In regard to the nominee and .issues 


Chairman ifones said: 


"Mr. Bryan will be the Democratic 


candidate without question. Presidpnt 
McKinley's renqmination seems equally 
unquestionable.' In the matter of plat- 
form, the Democrats will be, I think, 
right where they have been, and the Ke, 
publicans will frame a platform calcu- 
lated as closely as possible ' to win. 
I 


do not want. to be misunderstood in 
what I say about the Democratic plat- 
fortr.. 
The declarations o£ 1896 will in 


my judgment be reaffirmed, but I can- 
not presume to say in what form it will 
be expressed. Opposition to imperial 
ism and declaration for control of the 
trusts will also be in the platform." 


Since 11 o'clock this morning the 


committee has been in session behind 
closed doors.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 20—What 


are known as the Reed rules will be 
adopted by the next house, at least tem- 
porarily, and probably ' permanently. 
There has been much opposition to the 
operation of these rules, and' their will 
be'many schemes advanced for their full 
amendment, but the recognized leaders 
of the house consider the rules as they 
now stand practically indispensible to 
the protection of the Treasury and the 
prompt dispatch of business. 


The ntnv speaker has had a long con 


ference on the subject with the 
presi- 


dent, and this fact has peculiar signifi- 
cance. 
President McKinley when a 


congressman was one of\ the committee 
which drafted and executed the Reed 
rules when they were first, applied, and 
it is believed he still considers them 
admirable for executing, the will of, the 
majority. It .is supposed he has advised 
against any change. 


When the house meets two weeks 


from today the old rules will be adopted 
temporarily. In the last congress this 
action was taken, and this-temporarily 
adaption of the rules was never changed. 
This time it is likely the temporary 
adherence to the Reed rules will" be for 
the specified time of thirty days. 


After the thirty days the 'old rules 


will be adopted almost without amend- 
ment,, as the leaders of .the house have 
come to the conclusion the majority is 
altogether too narrow to make experi- 
ments. ,

Statistics Bearing Upon the American 


Commerce. Issued ac Washington 


Washington, D. C:, Nov. 20—The an- 


nual report of Mr. Chamberlain, the 
Commissioner of Navigation, shows that 
American shipping industries during 
last fiscal year enjoyed more satisfactory 
conditions than in any former year in 
the bureau's history. 


The total documented tonnage on 


June 30, 1899, comprised 22,728 vessels 
of 4,8(54,238 gross . tons, which is the 
largest since 1865.: The tonnage oper- 
ating under United.States coasting laws 
21,397 vessels of 4,015,9f>2 gross tons, 
is the largest in history and greater 
than the coasting tonnage .of anv other 
nation. The United States steatB ton- 
nage, 2,476,011 tons, for the first time 
exceeds the tonrage of all other craft. 
In the rest of the world steam tonnage 
eleven years ago exceeded sail tonnage. 


The United States tonnage registered 


for foreign trade remains small, and last 
year American vessels carried a fraction 
less than 9 per cent, .of our exports'and 
imports, the smallest percentage in his- 
tory. 


The world's seagoing steam tonnage 


in tho last quarter of a century has in- 
creased from 4,328,193 tons to 18,887,- 
132 tons.

Washington, Nov. 20—[Special Tele- 


gram J—Geu. .Otis cables the war.de- 
partment of a serious outbreak against 
the Americans in Zamboaoga, capital of 
Mindano, for which the Americans aio 
but poorly prepared. He says in part: 


"One of -the contending insurgent fac- 


tions at Zamboanga has secured the city 
turning the same over to Capt. Very, 
commander of the gunboat Castine, then 
in the harbor. The other insurgent fac- 
tion made a demonstration and Capt. 
Very called on the garrison at .Jolo for 
help. One company was sent, and two 
others will follow as soon as reinforce- 
ments cau be forwarded, which will be 
several days." 


The second message says: 
"Gen. MacArthur's advance arrived 


at Daguapan and ascertained that Gen. 
Wheaton's troops'had.becn there befoie 
and withdrawn yesterday." 


"It is believed that many insurgent: 


detachments are west of the railroad in 
the province of Zambelas and'are ruedi- 
tating on concentrating and malting a 
demonstration. 
They will be looked 


after. 
Nothing has yet been received 


from either Lawtpn or Wheaton. " 


Aivait Support From Jolo 


Admiral Watson's dispatch on the 


Zamboanga affair follows: 
: 


"Commander Very of the Castine and 


friendly natives and Moors combined 
captured 'Zamboanga-, no 
casualties. 


The landing' parties from the Castine' 
and Manila hold the town and the fort. 
Oapt. Nazro the commander of the gun- 
boat Manila is in charge.

There 
is a considerable force of insurgents at 
Mercedes, four miles away." 


New Government Party Formed. 


Manila, Nov. 20- -[Special Cablegram] 


—The trouble in Zamboanga recalls the 
fact that the Americans had not intend- 
ed to .take possession there until affairs 
in the Luzon had become more settled. 
The outbreak, however, forces the mat- 
ters, and a new government has been 
partly formed, which calls for American 
troops. The cities of Cottabao, Duvac 
and Suriago in the northeastern part of 
Mindano are of * importance, and garri- 
sons were stationed there. 


Six Americans Were Wounded.

gram]—Gen. Otis confirms reports of 
capture .by three companies of the 
Twenty-fifth infantry (colored) by nfght 
of two hundred insurgents without loss 
of life at O'Donnell."

5 >i Savage Tribes ol Sontli Af- 


rica Anxious- to Tnlce a 


Hand In tlie "War. 


Both England and the Transvaal 


'tare been watching with much anx- 
iety the attitude of their black neigh- 
bors in South Africa. 
There is good 


•cause for this anxiety. It is far from 
being a white man's land today, al- 
though the Caucasian's is the domi- 
nant race just now. 


But this domination rests OD a very 


unstable foundation.. Below the Zam- 
bezi, which may be said to mark the 
northern border of South Africa, there 
•are, it is roughly estimated, between 
7,000,000 and 8,000,000 black natives. 
Holding them in a very insecure leasb 
•are some 750,000 whites. 


In the Transvaal there are three 


•blacks to every white. 
In Natal the 


.proportion is ten to one, while in other 
"territories and states the dispropor- 
tion is much greater. 
Lt is safe to say 


that on the average there are 100 
•blacks to each white in South Africa. 


When this little handful of whites 


;begin to quarrel among themselves, 
•the natural impulse of the war loving 
blacks is to take a hand. Besides, they 
have old scores ' to pay ' off. If the 
blacks were united in their sympathies 
for or against either the Boers or the 
English, it would be. suicide for the 
«tate in disfavor to take arms against 
*uch great odds. 
Even England, with 


-all her great armies, could not hold 
her. African possessions .with all the 
•blacks arrayed against her. 


But soine of the black races hate oth- 


«r, black-races even more heartily than 
"they hate either the Boers or the Eng- 
lish. 
The Basutos, for instance, are 


ancient .enemies of th° Zulus and are 
only kept from" clashing because of the 
Distance which the whites keep be- 
tween them. While the Basutos hava 
no great love for the English, they

cherish an old grudge against the 
Boers. The Zulus, on the other hand, 
are bitter against the English, whom 
they have met many times in battle. 


In occupying South Africa the Eng- 


lish, Boers and Germans have pursued 
much the same policy which we adopt- 
ed toward the American Indians. Cer- 
tain portions of the southern end of the 
•continent have been set aside as reser- 
vations, within the limits of which the 
various tribes.dwell under the protec- 
tion and nominal control of the various 
^rhite governments. 


The natives of Basutoland and Bech- 


uanaland are kindred, although their 
•common language differs widely from 
the Zulu and Xosa, or Kaffir proper. 
The Kaffir land, or Kaffraria, is that 
part of the coast between the western 
Tjorder of Natal and the Great Ke'i riv- 
er. 


The Kaffirs were never a united 


tribe, but they have" many tribal or- 
ganizations. The most important are 
the Ama-Zulns, or Zulus; the Ama- 
Xosa and the Ama-Tembn, in all about 
800,000 souls. 


When the Orange Free State Boers 


conquered 
the Basutos. they drove 


them back to the mountains and of 
course annexed their land, to be cut up 
into farms. Moshesh, the great Basuto 
chief, who was the aggressor and 
whose men had been raiding, and mur- 
dering white people on the border for 


, .years, begged the British to interfere, 
and, being backed up by pseudo phi- 
lanthropists, who were as lachrymose 
at that time regarding the "poor na- 
tive" and his woes as they have been 
recently over the Mahdi's head and the 
Watabele, his petition was acceded to, 
and the imperial government interfer- 
ed and gave back the land to the 
Kaffirs, with the exception of a small 
strip along the Caledon river, • which 
they allowed the Dutch to retain. 


The present chief in Basutoland is 


Lerothodi, who asked the English only 
the other day if he might cross into the 
Orange Free State with his warriors 
and wipe out the old score. Out of the 


• entire population of 217,000 Lerothodi 
can put, at the least computation, an 
army of 50,000 men in the Held, all 
well mounted. 
Twenty-five thousand 


•of these would be armed with rifles, 
breechloading, and other guns, and the 
remainder with • assagais and battle- 
axes, making in all perhaps as fine a 
body .of irregular cavalry as can be 
found anywhere. 


Lerothodi is a bold and skillful lead- 


er, as he has proved in more than one 
fight during the "gun war," which was 
an attempt on the part of the Cape 
Colony to disarm the Basutos, in which 
the Colony failed. General Gordon was 
afterward sent out to arrange terms of 
peace, but, being unable to agree with 
the colonial authorities, threw up the 


undertaking. 
However, a peace wag 


patched up which 'left the Basutos in- 
dependent, except for a nominal Brit- 
ish protectorate. 


Many of the Zulus and Swazis are 


anxious to tight the English, but even 
these races are divided by .tribal feuds.

Both England and)the Transvaal have 
Interfered from time to time in these 
petty wars, and have been the means of 
raising one chief or the other to pow- 
er. These interferences seemed wise 
at the time, having been in the inter- 
ests of peace, but now it is probable 
that both sides wish .they had kept 
their hands off in the past. 


.Undoubtedly both the Boers and the 


British would rather fight out their 
differences without the" aid of the black 
'neighbor, but whether they will be 
able to do so or not remains to be 
seen. The whites are certainly setting 
a bad example, and an impartial critic 
could not blame them for taking a 
hand in what they regard as the most 
noble calling in life—that of taking it. 


These black warriors are no longer 


to be despised. 
There was a time 


when they would rush up to solid 
ranks of infantry, brandishing their 
spears and flourishing their bull hide 
shields, only to be mowed down by 
machine guns. 
Bujt a great many of 


the blacks have learned how to use 
rifles, and many thousands of them are 
well nrmed. It Is true that the major- 
ity still have no weapons other than 
assagais, but even with these crude 
arms they have "crumpled up a British 
square." 


So while the war clouds roll heavily 


over South Africa "the black menace" 
adds to the gloom:. 


Postmrn and Lion* 
. 


In the absence of any better means, 


mail bags in the British central Africa 
protectorate are for the most part car- 
ried on the hea-33 or backs of native 
poscmen, who wear a uniform. 
Ow- 


ing to the presence of lions, which are 
frequently met with, it is necessary 
that the bearers of her majesty's mails 
should travel in couples and be armed 
with rifles. During last year the post- 
men, whose aggregate rounds averaged 
10,000 miles per mon-th, were obliged, 
in defense of themselves 
and 
their 


charge, to fire some forty rounds, of 
ammunition at wild beasts; and the 
gratifying fact is stated that in no case 
was a single letter-carrier injured or a 
mail-bag 
delayed 
in consequence of 


the lions in the way. The telegraph 
service in the .protectorate seems as 
satisfactory as the arrangements for 
the delivery of letters.

Recently there has 


been a str- ag demand for state con- 
victs, and the lessees under the new 
.system are anxious to get all the men 
that they can, even at advanced prices. 
The activity in -the 'coal, 
iron 
and 


lumber markets causes a big demand 
for this class of labor, 'which 
it is 


generally understood is the very best 
that can be had, due to the fact that a 
lessee gets six'days' full time out of 
his convicts every week, rain 'or shine. 
This makes them valuable and 
will 


continue to keep them so.—New York 
Tribune .

Three-quarters of a cupful of butter, 


one and a half cupfuls of sugar, two 
and a quarter cupfuls of sifted floury 
three eggs, one-quarter of a teaspopn- 
ful of salt, three squares of chocolate, 
three-quarters of a cupful of milk, one 
teaspoonful of vanilla, two teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder. 


Scald the milk, .dissolve In it the 


grated chocolate and set aside until 
cool. Cream the butter and sugar and 
add the vanilla and the beaten yolks 
of the eggs. Add alternately the flour 
and the prepared milk, then the stiffly 
whipped wliites. 
Lastly stir in the 


baking powder and beat bard for two 
minutes.
